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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-19) in the reply filed on 
February 18, 2005 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-8, 11-14, 16-17 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Townsend (WO-02/38870 A1). 

Townsend relates to a pavement tape (10) for conveying information (printed matterO 
when affixed to a pavement (1 1 ). The tape (10) comprises an elongated flexible tape 
body (12) with printed matter on its front surface. The rear surface of the tape body 
comprises any suitable adhesive (13) for bonding said tape to a pavement. As shown in 
the drawing, the tape further comprises a flexible protective overlayer (14) on the front 
face of the tape (13). 

The printed information can be commercial information as the display is located in 
public areas. A part of the tape can be reflective because of the presence of glass 
beads, silica beads, or opalescent sand in the protective layer (page-7, lines 10-15). 
Also shown in the drawing, the protective layer hap railings that extends downward along 
the side to protect the edges of the tape. 
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3. Claims 1-3, 5, 9, 12, 14 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wilson (5795637). 

Wilson relates to a flooring seam cover tape (figure-1 ) having perforated lines (3, 5, 7) 
with adhesive (14, 16) on the rear surface thereof. The top surface can have printed 
matter (col. 8, lines 55-60) that conveys information. 

The perforations extends from the front top face to the rear face of the tape (figures 3 
and 4). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 6 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Townsend. 

Townsend, as discussed above, fails to teach that the tape is 6-12 inches in width. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to provide the tape to have a width of 6-12 inches for having the space to 
present visible printed information thereon, since it has been held that where the 
general condition of a claim is disclosed in the prior art , discovering the optimum or 
workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In re Aller, 105 USPQ 233. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 10 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art uncovered so far fails to teach the presence of a flexible mask tape having 
at least one symbol formed as a perforation extending from its front face to its rear face, 
and the tape is bonded to the front face of the pavement tape.
